HAlowever, after 
contidorable dodging we succeeded and 
eatored. the: city by the-gate nevrest tho 
settlement, This gateway is twonty or 
thirty feet thick, and ‘affords shelter to 
various clatses of people, A fortunesteller 
was.here.in all his glory, He. wore specta- 
cles; the. glasses of which were about ao 
inch and-g-half in diameter, while the rims 
were made of.

Ho bai a tin-plat> before him, with 
paper, ‘ink, pon-bronhes, and a few books, 
anda country bumpkin, to all appearances, 
wae eagerly lietening to bie “Next to the 
forwne-teller caine veadurs. of various 
little nioknacks, the -whole value of their 
atook-in-trade being probably, not worth 
‘more tha» acouple of dollars. Close by

cookeshop the proprietor of which was 
intently eyo.ug sume comestibles which wore 
boiling in bis soup kettle: or frying pan. 
‘Wo pansed on and made our way to the 
south-west gate, 
here was very pretty. The wall is built on 
rising: ground, while between us and it the 
land was laid out in terraces which were 
covered with snow. Tho sun was sbinitg 
brightly, which gave @ glitter to the trees 
and surroundings, The trees were covered 
with ice and sparkled like thousands of 
diamo::ds in all colours of the rainbow 
‘The snow here was between two aud three 
feet deep, so. wo advanced cautiously, .a 
it. would have been very unpleasant to 
tumble into a hole hidden by the drift.

‘our way along it westward. Outside, the 
sight was grand one, Numerous small 
hillocke, like waves on a troubled sea 
covered the ground, so far as the eye could 
reach, sod the mantle of snow was upon 


thom, while at our feet was a lake covered | 


with a thin layer of ice which ‘also sparkled 
brightly. . 

We continued out walk till we came 
abreast of a-pagoda outside, and to the 
north ofthe city, and close to the river 
side. We descended by the north gate and 
mado our way to the pagoda ; though we 
several times thought of giving up tho at- 
tempt owing to the mud, we finally succeod- 
ed in reaching the hillock on which it 
stands and found a.portion of the Cninese 
camp on the-ground. Woe climbed the hill 
and fouvd the pagoda was a very old one, 
or elaoit had suffered considerably from the 
effects of the weather. 

Tt was a soven-storied pagoda, but there 
were no muans of getting to the top, forall 
the inside landings and ladders had disap- 
peared, probably ‘through age and dry rot. 
We retraced our steps and passed neur the 
cemetery.on our left. Tov our xight was ° 
ntive Customs’ Station, where they were 
firing crackera, beating gongs, waving flags, 
shouting and yelling We opined that the 
waviny of flags and the shouting intimated 
to the passing boats, of which there were 
many under sail, that they had to go and 
be overhauled before they would be allow- 
ed ‘to proceed furtber. - Between, the river 
and the north gate, the Obinese authorities 
have commenced constructing an iron-cased 
fort of.which there are sovera) of a similar 
kind at different points along the banko of 
the Vaig-tze, The one we examined was 
not far advanced, the wooden portion of it 
oaly haviog been put vp.

a broad street. We passed by the promises 
of the Roman Cathollo Mission, which with

Further on we came to the oresk beyond 
which fs America.” As no bridge con- 
nects “ Amerioa” with China wo did not 
go *‘o'erthe ferry.”

looked at the matter from a strictly practioal 

oint of view, for be mentions that at first 
he was afraid the fire-was not kept up enough, 
and that ‘the body would be slowly baked 
to a-ctisp instead of being properly, in- 
cinerated, which would apparently have 
been a great disappointment to his experi- 
mentalizing friends.”
